We have not yet, however, sounded the depths 
of the financial and statistical knowledge of 
the promoters of this extraordinary mess- 
ure.

Now, as money is used only to effect a certain 
class of exchanges, and as the amount needed in 
New England, in the South and West re- 
spectively, depends on the number of exchanges 
to be made by its means in these several geo- 
tions of the country, our financiers must have 
calculated the number of excharfxes that are to 
be made in each. They must have estimated the 
demand for money in New England, in the 
West, and the South, and found the supply from 
the East too great by $25,000,000, in the West 
and South too small by the same amount.

If the postage on these publications 
were prepaid, this whole system of bookkeeping 
would be ended. Publishers would then pay the 
postage on all they desired to send by mail; in- 
stead of an account with éach of 20,000 subserib- 
ers receiving a newspaper by mail, the post-office 
would have but one account ; instead of collect- 
ing postage from 20,000 persons, it would collect 
the whole from one man, not so much on each 
paper, but on so many tons of printed matter de- 
posited in the office. Now the office receives 
postage on one-third or one-half the printed 
matter sent through the mails; then it would 
receive the entire postage, and, if the amount 
mailed were reduced, the sum now paid 
for transportation of that matter on which 
no postage is collected‘ would be saved.

Such being the condition 
of our law in regard to corporations, whether 
railway or other, it may be asked: How are we 
going to regulate the fare and freight charges of 
inter-State railways? There are only two ways of 
doing it. Either Congress must do it, or the forty 
independent State Legislatures must agree on & 
system of inter-State commercial intercourse. 
Congress is vested by the Constitution with un- 
limited powers over commerce among the States; 
and this power is exclusive of the power 
of the States upon the subject. Now, the 
regulation of commerce between the States, 
as bas been decided by the courts, in- 
cludes the regulation of the means by which it 
is carried on, whether means of navigation or 
passage over land, when such passage is neces- 
sary to the commercial intercourse of the 
States—whether rivers, the ocean, or railroads. 
The enactments of Congress can reach every- 
thing affecting the conduct of business of 
through trains upon inter-State railways. Fare 
and freight upon such railways are, sccording to

REDFIELD ON RAILWAYS. 

“If,” aas Mr. Isaac F. Redfield, of Boston, in 
the January number of the American Law Reg- 
igler, “the railways are allowed to pursue the 
unrestrained course now entered upon by them, 
the expenses of transportation will ultimately 


freight on inter-State railways; and, ae there is 
no such restriction, its power to regulate them 
cannot fairly be raised. 

The argument that such regulafion of fares 
and freights is a violation of the provision of 
the Constitution prohibiting the passage of a 
law impairing the obligations of contracts is of 
no force whatever when made against the inter- 
ference of Congress. It has been held that this 
is a restriction on the States only, and does not 
apply to a law passed by Congress. So that if 
it were true that Government cannot control 
the rates of fare of a railway wholly nituate

The last Congress, despite ite many crimes, 
had the decency to abolish the franking privi- 
lege with its attendant abuses and excrescences. 
Among the latter were the right of newspaper 
publishers to receive all other publications 
through the mails free of postage and 
the right of newspapers to circulate 
through the mails free of postage within the 
county where published. The Postmaster-Gen- 
eral has repeatedly pointed out, and every news- 
paper-publisher knows, the extent to which the 
free-exchange system was abused by fraudulen‘® 
sheets technically called newspapers. The gen- 
tlemen down in Congress who are itching to 
have the franking privilege restored are very el- 
oquent over the great hardships experienced by 
the newspapers because of the payment of pos- 
tage on exchanges, and of the necessity of 
paying postage on papers delivered through the 
mails within the county.

THE REDISTRIBUTION OF THE CURRENCY. 

Mr. Thurman, as our Washington correspond- 
ent telegraphed us a few days since, said a very 
wise thing, when he gave expression to the 
opinion that the Senate had not the ability 
as a body to originate or carry out successfully 
a financial measure that would be suitable to 
the wants of the country. This utterance of Mr. 
Thurman contains a vast deal of financial wis- 
dom. It is, indeed, one of the soundest things 
that has been said in Congress on the currency 


the case of the newspapers the occasion for re- 
storing the free-postage business in any form or 
shape whatever. 

The case of sending newspapers free of post- 
age to subscribers residing within the county is 
a very small affair at best. It can hardly apply 
to any daily paper, and to weekly papers only to 
a very limited extent. Subscribers to daily 
papers do not, when they can avoid it, use the 
mails at all. They prefer receiving by the more 
expeditious mode of express. We do not know 
how the case may be in New England and Penn- 
sylvania, but out West the subscriber to a news- 
paper, daily or weekly, who would not pay the 
postage on his newspaper would not take 
the thing at all. We venture to say that, 
in all Illinois, the average loss of subscribers to 
the daily and weekly newspapers caused by the 
requirement to pay postage will not exceed an 
average of one subscriber to each paper, and 
newspaper-publishers im this country would 
scorn to print s paper which the subscriber 
would refuse to take if he had to pay postage 
thereon. Newspapers that depend for sub- 
scribers upon being delivered free of postage 
through the mails cannot live in Illinois, post- 
age or no postage. Why should Congress vote 
half a million of dollars a year to haul such 
papers from town to town, and to pay men for 
delivering them to subscribers who would not 
have them otherwise? It isa premium offered 
to dullness. The live newspapers of the West 
wané no such aid, and object to the discrimina- 
tion against them. The matter of exchanges is 
grossly exaggerated. The case of Tux Cuicaco 
Tumor is that perhaps of every large city pa- 
per in the country. We do not want any ex- 
change from city or country, daily or 
weekly, that is not worth to us, in 
addition to the exchange, the postage 
we pay thereon. We receive now about 
the same number of exchanges that we did be- 
fore the change of the law, and pay the postage 
on them alievery month. Our postage bill on 
exchanges will average for the year about $300, 
and, we suppose, all the city papers pay in like 
proportion. We have never had a case where 
Tue Tareune, sent in exchange, has been re- 
turned because the postage had to be paid on it. 
We know of no reason why a newspaper should 
receive matter through the mail free of postage, 
and there can be no good apology for the abuse. 


agement of railroads, and the charging of fare 
and freight by them, which, if properly collected 
and presented, would set the whole country in 
a blaze.”

But 
to what extent may the State Legislatures or Con- 
greas interfere in the matter? Mr. Redfield is 
supposed to know some little law, and we will let 
him answer. 

All railways may be divided into two classes : 
1. State railways, or railways lying wholly 
within a single State. 2. Inter-State railways, or 
railways lying partly in one State and partly in 
another. Has the Legislature of s State within 
which a railway wholly lies the power to regulate 
its freighte and fares ? It plainly has where it 
has reserved to itself that power. But how is it 
when the Legislature of the State has not re- 
served that power to itself? Oan it, in this lat- 
ter case, regulate the freight or fare charged by 
a railroad company without infringing that pro- 
vision of the Constitution of the United States 
which declares that no State shall pass a law 
impairing the obligation of contracts? Ohiet 
Justice Redfield is of opinion that it may; for 
the reason that, spite of its charter, the railway 
company is only a common carrier, and that the

dian Commissioner Smith, but tears away some 
shreds from the reputation of Secretary Delano. 
On June 11, 1870, a private contract was made 
with one J. W. Bosler, who agreed to deliver 


American cattle at the Sioux Agency for 63 


cents per pound. The report made by the Ap- 
propriation Committee to the House on Feb. 25, 
1871, sete forth that Bosler delivered Texas cattle, 
worth about 8 cents, and got the contract price for 
them, and that this same man had been guilty of 
frauds in weighing cattle, in flour, and in trans- 
portation. After such an exhibit, it would be 
thought that Bosler would never get another con- 
tract. When contracts were last let, the Interior 
Department and the Board of Indian Commis- 
sioners agreed that none of them should be sub- 
let without the written consent of Delano. The 
cattle-supply was awarded to three men, who at 
once sublet it to Bosler, Delano making no ob- 
jection. It will be remembered that this man’s 
first contract was for 634 cents per pound. He 
now agrees to furnish a supply at 2 6-10 cents, 
and out of the profits he pays a heavy bonus to 
the three original contractors. He manages 
to do this, according to Mr. Wash, in 
this way: 4 few large cattle 
are weighed, and their average is considered to 
be the weight of each animai delivered. Army 
officers testify that the cattle are mostly small, 
and Spotted Tail hag forwarded to W 

the complaint: *‘ Our beef cattle are some 
smaller, others very small.” The busy B. also 
adds to his profits by delivering cattle by day 
and stampeding them back to his own herd by 
night, and by bribing Indians to make s false re- 
turn of their lodges in order that the Agent may 
issue them more cattle than they need, and Bos- 
ler may buy them back again forasong.

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In the light bed by the latest advices from 
the centre of the district threatened by the hos-

The fact is, the last Congress did not complete 
the job it began.
